The invention set forth in claim 1 lacks novelty in 
the light of document 2 cited in the international search 
report . 

The "untere Halfte (40)", "obere Halfte (42)", 
"Filmgelenk (44) ", "Gelenbolzen (16)" and 
"Lagernabenhalften (55)" set forth in document 2 
correspond respectively to the "attaching member", "fixing 
member", "connecting portion", "joint pin" and "joint pin 
installation portion" of the invention set forth in claim 
1 of this application. 

In addition, the invention set forth in claim does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 
cited in the international search report. 

In the "connector (6)" set forth in document 1, the 
member having "passages (62), (63)", the member having a 
"latching member (61)" in the "connector (6)", and "pins 
(173) , (174) " and "passages (62) , (63) " correspond 
respectively to the "fixing member", "attaching member", 
"joint pin" and "joint pin installation portion" of the 
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invention set forth in claim 1 of this application. It 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
constitute the installation portion of "connector (6) " set 
forth in document 1 to be flexible. 

The invention set forth in claim 2 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1. 

See document 1, column 3, lines 27 to 43 and fig. 12 

to 16. 

The invention set forth in claim 3 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of documents 1 and 2 . 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
provide a side plate to come into contact with the wiper 
blade body to the fixing member of the "connector (6) " set 
forth in document 1 in the light of document 2, page 8, 
lines 4 to 15. 

The invention set forth in claim 4 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1. 

The "rod (23)" set forth in document 1 corresponds 
to the "mounting pin" of the invention set forth in claim 
1. 

The invention set forth in claim 5 lacks novelty in 
the light of document 2 (see fig. 5) . 

The invention set forth in claim 5 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1. 

If the side on which the "fixing member" is 
positioned relative to the "attaching member" is 
understood to be the upper side in document 1, the "joint 
pin installation portion" set forth in document 1 is 
understood to be provided to the upper surface of the 
"attaching member" . 
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The invention set forth in claims 6 and 7 lacks 
novelty in the light of document 2. 

The "Lagernabenhalften (55) " set forth in document 2 
corresponds to the "fixing member" set forth in claim 7. 

The invention set forth in claims 6 and 7 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1. 

The "latching member (61)" set forth in document 1 
is combined from the opening of the depression of the 
"joint pin installation portion", fixes the "fixing 
member" to the "mounting pin", and corresponds to the 
"fixing member" set forth in claim 7 of this application. 

The invention set forth in claims 8 to 10 lacks 

novelty in the light of document 2 . 

The invention set forth in claims 8 to 10 does not 

involve an inventive step in the light of document 1. 

The invention set forth in claim 11 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1. 

Although document 1 contains no clear disclosure 
concerning the mounting order, when mounting the "joining 
member (connector (6))" set forth in document 1, assuming 
that the "joining member" is mounted to the "mounting pin" 
first, it would be obvious that in order to join the 
"joint pin installation portion" to the "joint pin", the 
"joining part" must be rotated around the "mounting part". 

The invention set forth in claim 12 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1. 

In the wiper blade set forth in document 1, 
positioning the "insertion hole" closer to the tip than 
the "mounting pin" is merely a matter which could be 
accomplished as necessary by a person skilled in the art. 
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VII. Certain defects in the international application 

The following defects in the form or contents of the international application have been noted: 
Claim 7 is unclear. 

That is to say, according to claim 7, the fixing 
means is understood to fix the fixing member to the 
mounting pin, but according to page 7, lines 1 to 7, and 
page 11, line 25 to page 12, line 17 of the description, 
the fixing means (fixing cutouts (47) and (48) ) is 
understood to fix the fixing member (22) to the joint pin 
(11) , therefore claim 7 is not consistent with the 
description. 
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
